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The Indian Question. 

Four Rupert; May 21, 1861. 

■EniTOit. BniTisn Colonist. — In your weekly 
paper, dated April 20, 1861, you presented your 
readers with an article in three paragraphs, headed 
— •' Invasion of the Northern Indians." In the 
first paragraph you set forth the evils of which yon 
complain, and Rive us a vivid, but true picture of 
the deplorable condition both socially and morally 
of the Indian Camp in the vicinity of Victoria, and 
the sad but inevitable consequences arising tlierc- 
from to that town and its neighboring settlements. 
In my humble opinion you have done perfect 
justice to that part of the question: ami your 
article, at least, serves to show to the world the 
lamentable position in which the government and 
the people of Victoria stand with the aboriginal 
population, after three years of contact. 

Your other two paragraphs recommend, as a 
prevention of the evils you had depicted, that a 
gunboat be sent tip Johnson's Straits to warn the 
tribes of Indians on their way South against com- 
ing to Victoria and to turn them back. This may 
seem a very simple and easy way of getting rid of 
a great trouble, as the Indians coi fessedly are ; 
but, after turning ihc subject over a great deal, I 
am fully convinced that such a policy, if adopted, 
would create for us far greater tr- ublcs than the 
one it was intended to prevent. And now, with 
all due respect to those who differ from me, I will 
proceed to state >ry objections to the driying-away 
policy so recommended. 

1. It would be punishing indiscriminately the 
orderly with the disorderly Indians, making no 
difference between thosn wish to visit Victoria for 
honest purposes, and those whose sole aim is to 

get property by vice. 

2. This policy would be sure to alienate the 
goodwill of all the Indian tribes who have hitherto 
been allowed to visit Victoria, and set them upon 
inventing schemes of annoyance to the whites, 
which would cost the colony more trouble and ex- 
pense to keep in check, than would sullice to 
bring them Into a state of law and order. 

3. 'I he policy is contradictory to the free con- 
stitution of our government. If strangers front 
every quarter of the world may come to Victoria, 
■why not the Indians who are aboriginics of the 
country : Ho von reply, that those who come 
from other quarters respect the laws but Indians 
do not. My answer then is, that the history ol 
Victoria, short as it is. can prove that men from 
places prol'e-sing civilisation have been amongst 
von that reverenced your laws not one whit more 
than Indians. If some Callforniam had sought 
to subvert the government of the Colony, and now 
and again given you trouble, would you, therefore, 

recommend a gunboat to be placed in the Straits 
to warn bark all Callfornians from visiting your 
Certain!) Dot. Bui B8 von ileal with the mwilv 
whites, SO deal with the rowdy Indians; make 
them obey the laws. 

4. Because the drlving-away policy is contrary 

to the interests of the Colony which needs at least 
the labor of the Indians. This 1 expect you will 

deny flatly, Out tin not misunderstand me. I do 

not mean' that Victoria needs all the Indians that 
do come, but she need* all that would come if the 
Indian camp was reduced to law and order, mid 
the Indians made to too the same line OS Other 
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1 breath. It is vulgar as 
i man it is beyond endur- 

ilutely horrible. Weshould 
as soon think of marrying a' girl with the imall- 
POX US one with an impure breath; Hut as loath-

land, the Baltimore Sun says i _ 

A Southern planter recently arrived from Eu- 
rope, a man of standing and of extensive iiif.,rina- 
linu, says, in per a letter just icceived Iruni a 
friend in New York : 

ii nays that England «til not lend ibe 
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to bring the Indians into a state of law and order 
nnd have so. far failed. So far from that, we have 
neglected to cleanse awnv those streams of cor- 
ruption ubioh are flowing from us to them and by 
which they are being brutalir.cd. To expect the 
Indians to arrange themselves into order Is absurd. 
I will put the question thus : IMace 6,000 whiles 
from any civilized country you like on a little spot 
of ground like the Indian camp, without a police 
force or law oilicer amongst them to restrain their 
actions. Along with this let a large number of j 
red fiends have access to them, part of whom shall 
employ themselves in demoralizing their females, 
and the otho' part shall keep up n constant sup- 
ply of fire-water; and 1 nsk you what sort of u 
community would you bqvo in six mouths? Is it 
not, tli ere fore, a shame and disgrace to our age 
and nation that a parallel case to this is actually in 
existence within the sound of our church bells at 
Victoria — the only difference being that Ine colors 
are reversed — the o,000 being red men and the 
fiends being white. 

8. Because from the experience of a neighbor- 
ing government, which have acted upon the plan 
of driving instead of leading and training Ihe In- 
dian, we learn unmistakeably that the policy is a 
bad one — a total failure — not yielding one com- 
mendable fruit— but tho mother of Innumerable 
evils. Shall we, therefore, adopt such a policy as 
this with our eyes open, when the evils of it in 
practice are continually reaching usi As Eng- 
lishmen, let us take a higher and hollerpnllcv for 
our dealings with man, remembering that that God, 
whose creatures we arc, still rules in heaven and 
in earth, and that if we ignore His laws, and de- 
spise the charge lie has committed to our hands, 
we do so to our own confusion. The decree has 
gone forth and it is written in heaven ami in the 
pages of every nation's history, " Righteousness 
exiilteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any 
people." 

I have now done objecting to your recommend- 
ation of the 20th April, and would, before conclud- 
ing my remarks, humbly and yet earnestly express 
my hope that the government will begin to govern 
the Indians, and not to drive ihenf. 

You no doubt will remember that a large as- 
sembly of Indian chiefs were brought together last 
summer before Ihe Governor at the Government 
house, when a number of "salutary regula- 
tions" fl quote the COLONIST'S words) were pro- 
pounded to them. Only let us have those regula- 
tions put in force, and the driving policy will not 
be further called for. Lei the Governor simply 
carry out what lie has pledged himself todo, and 
what the Indians have been led to expect from his 
bands, and all will he well. The Indians under- 
stand they are to be taxed to support a police force 
amongst them just as the white people are. They 
come down Ibis spring and summer expecting 
this. Can we therefore be too urgent in remind- 
ing the government of the fatal injury to them- 
selves, to the colony anil to the Indians, should 
they, from want of prnmptitudc.lead all to suppose 
they have forgotten their own proportion. 1 do 
sincerely hope (and I think every man who re- 
flects upon the matter must hope too) for our hon- 
or's sake, as a great and christian nation, that our 
government will not give the Indians cause to 
i lace a palpable inconsistency at their door : but 
if they do, it will be no wonder should the diffi- 
culties of governing the Indians be greatly in- 
creased. 

No doubt Ibe most propitious time for reducing 
the Indiana to law and otder at Victoria has been 
lost. Three years ago, when the town rose as if 
by magic, and the Indians were awe-struck with 
what they saw, and when hut few were there, was 
the lime to have placed a master over them and 
put them under proper restraint. Hut still it is 
plain to cverv one that the 1 anger Ihe task Is left 
the more difficult it will become. O ! then let the 
government at once put forth its arm, ami stretch 
it over the Indian camp. Let them stop up all 
the avenues of vice there, and leave but one road 
unimpeded for the Indians to reach US arid stay in 
our midst — the road lor the honest laborer— then 
you will soot, see the number of Indians decrease 
around von, and you will have this consolation, 
that Ihe blessing was brought about by lawful 
means. 

I have now a w ord of warning to the fathers of 
families in Ibis colony, and especially at Victoria. 
If you care to have your children grow up around 
you in chastity and honor, and to leave them in 
peaceful possession of a peaceful home, then unite 
your voices in urging and your aid in assisting 
government to uovern the Indians, and to eleansr 
away the deadly sink of vice which white fiends 
ami 'Indians arc spreading arid deepening at your 
doors. Hut on the other band, if you wish to leave 
your children in a battle held , then one of tbesurcit 
"steps to secure the point is lo prevail upon the 
government to commence driving the Indians
